any building used in part as a tene- 
ment, lodging, or apartment- house, or 
used in part for school or factory pur- 
pose's, or where people are accustomed 
to assemble.''

Japan's imports from America and 


Europe 
show a marked 
decline, and 


those from Asia and Oceania a marked 
increase. The official monthly return 
of the forelKn trade of the empire of 
Japan covering the month of March and 
the three months finding with March, 
II'IO, compared with corresponding per- 
iods of 1909 and 1908 (a copy of which 
has just reached the bureau of statis- 
tics of the department of commerce and 
labor)

dollars In the three months, January, 
February and March, 1908, to a,little 
over 7 million in tho corresponding 
months of 1910; those from Europe, 
frorri 26% million In'the 3 months of 
1908 to 16% million In the 'correspond- 
ing period of 1910; while those.from 
Asia' end Oceania increased from 28 
million in the 1908 period .to 33 million 
in the 1910 period. .

Imports into Japafi from the United 
States during the, three months under 
review show a fall from.. 14 1-3 mil- 
lion dollars in 1908 to less than 7 mil- 
lion in 1910; those from Great Britain 
in the same period fell from 16 1-2

Quarter's Imports aro 
slightly greater in 1910-than In 1908, 
amounting In the present year to a lit- 
tle more than a half million dollars. 
From Australia the Imports In the first

June" 30. Uncompleted figures and es-- 
timates lead Secretary MaeVeagh of 
the treasury department to express 
himself as well satisfied .with the oper- 
ations of his departmei^t for his iirst 
fiscal year, now closing. . 


Mr. HacVeagh regards the new tariff; 


law as having justified 'itself as a rev- 
enue-producer. 
Internal revenue re- 
ceipts have exceeded the estimates by 
approximately 
$10,000, and the yaar 


promises • to end showing possibly a 
surplus. In the ordinary receipts and 
expenditures, or splitting: nearly even, 
instead of showing a deficit of 334,000,- 
000, as was predicted. A larger income 
and'reduced government expenditures 
are .given by treasury officials as con- 
tributing causes for the good showing. 


In the year- the government has ex- 


pended, on the Panama canal 533,010,- 
040.- This has been a drain on the 
regular working cash* balance, there 
bejngr no special 
fund 
from 
which 


payments for ' this purpose 
can

made. 
Congress ,. has authorized -the 
Issue of bonds to meet canal construc- 
tion expenditures, and .Mr. .MacVcagh 
thinks the cost of construction should 
he 'shared- by posterity, which, after 
all. will get the benefit. 


He has balked, however, on the ba- 


ils . on which the law provides the

Fourth, every efficient police department should be trained to the riot 


poll, to gun practice and a good sharp sprint as even in their ordinary work 


the men are frequently required to try their speed. 


FINDING THEIR LIFE WORK 


Now that a great many graduates have completed their school educa- 


tion they are face to face with the problem of selecting their life work. 
This in most cases is a difficult matter. For some who fall easily into the 
business pursued by parents or relatives there is very little trouble. 
But 


for the majority it is a. case of looking m-oiind to find some employment or 
occupation for which they are by nature adapted.

There are thousands of tramps on the road today 
throughout the United States simply because they started out with that 
same feeling. 
The boy who will get along is the one who is not afraid of 


work, who learns to use his hands in conjunction with his brain, who trains 
his perceptive faculties, learns to obey and is ready to take a hand al 


anything. 


There is one kind of boy that is -wanted nowhere. He is the boy who is 


never ready to do anything when he is told to do it, who always asks why 
he is told to do such a tiling, why it would not do as well at some other 
time, or why somebody else should not do it. In the 
rush 
of 
business 


nobody would be bothered with any such boy. 
The young people who go 


out looking for work should, therefore, make up their 
minds 
to 
follow 


orders strictly without any hesitation or protest. 


The one great aim for a graduate after leaving school should be to 


secure an opportunity to learn some good trade. 
It doesn't take a boy 


very long to learn a trade if he attends to his business and makes good use 
of his time. 
It inal.to.rs not that a boy should have an 
ambition 
to 
go 


higher. 
The acquisition of a trade will help him even in thai, direction. 


Once he has learned the trade he is self-reliant and has a guarantee of 
support while striving for something better. 


In seeking success it will be well for boys to remember that those who 


vise to distinction in the vast majority of cases concentrate their powers 
upon one single aim or one line of business. It is useless to attempt to be a 
jack-of-all-tradcs. 
That means failure. 
The tendency of the age is to 


specialize. The man who makes a specialty of one thing can attain excel- 
lence far above what he could attain if he endeavored to excel in a grent 
many things. Another point is to complete whatever he begins. It is use- 
less to build the foundation of a house unless tho superstructure follows. 


There are thousands of trades available to young people throughout 


any manufacturing' city. 
Every mill is a great busy hive of mechanical 


trades. The same may be said of the machine shop, of ft .shoo shop and in 
fact of every factory that can be mentioned.

I can make a guess at her 
means from her style of living, exact- 
ly as the surveyor of Income tax does 
ivhen he makes a shot at an assess- 
ment in the absence of exact informa- 
tion; but beyond that I have no more 
knowledge of her income than I have 
of yours. I have therefore asked hei 
to give me a statement. She refuses 
on principle. As far as I know, I have 
no legal menus of compelling her to 
make any such disclosure; and if I had 
it does not follow that I am bound to 
incur law costs to obtain information 
which is required not by myself bu 
by the state. 
Clearly, however, it is 


in the power of the commissioners to 
compel my wife-to make a full dis 
closure of her income, for the purpose? 
of taxation; but equally clearly thej 
must not communicate that disclosur 
to me or to any other person.

seems to me, under these clrcum 
stances, that all 1 can do for you is to 
tell you who my wife Is and leave I 
to you to ascertain hor 
income an' 


make me pay the tax on it. Even this 
you cannot do without a violation 
secrecy, as it will be possible for me 
by a simple calculation, to ascertain m> 
wife's income from your demand, 
need not dwell on the further obvious 
objection that, as my wife enjoys ••* 
fixed income derived from property 
whereas a large part of my own is a 
fluctuating income, derived from tb 
precarious profession of playwriting 
my Income may in another year be 
much smaller than my wife's, in whic! 
case 1 shall have to pay on a. muc] 
larger income than I enjoy, without, a! 
far as I know, .having any legal powe: 
of recovering from my wife the amoun 
I have paid on her income. 


For this difficult situation Mr. Shaw

Declares College Trained Lnqrir 


to lie Ik 


CAMBRIDGE, June 28.—-The college 


trained lawyer will solve the great 
legal and economic questions o£ gov- 
ernment In this and the next genera- 
tion. That is the opinion of Attorney 
General Wickersham. 
He will not be the man whose only 


acquaintance with the principles 
of 


la-w and government has been derived 
from text books and lectures, such a 
man would not be equipped to cope 
with them. He must be the man .who 
has found the "living law," as it has 
been developed in the real transac- 
tions of men. 
Except with possible 
rare exceptions, the day of the plod- 
ding student who read his Blackstono 
in a desultory, unmethodical, inter- 
rupted fashion from the musty shelves 
of some practicing counsellor, is over. 
The college trained lawyer of this 


and the coming generations who will 
solve the problems of government is 
the man who has mastered the prin- 
ciples and doctriires of law as a sci- 
ence through the selection, classifica- 
tion and analysis of adjudged cases In- 
volving their application. 


The attorney general speaking here 


today before the Harvard Law school 


from the report of a committee som> 
time ago appointed by the faculty of 
arts and sciences of Harvard, which 
expressed the opinion that in awarding 
hl<jh rank or distinction In college, em- 
phasis should be laid 
more .largely 


than it is upon ability to deal 
facts and principles as compared with 
Information acquired or memory. 


"It is precisely that ability which is 
the Ideal of tho legal profession," said 
Mr. Wickersham, "and 
the achieve- 
ment Is characteristic of Its most hon- 
ored leaders and is utterly inconsistent 
with a 
contentment with 
mediocre 
things. 


"That clear thought, sound learning 


and a consummate ability to deal with 
facts may bo attained without a law 
school training is abundantly attested 
by many illustrious examples. 
Many 


examples may be cited to sustain the 
theory. But as early as Blackstone's 
day, thoughtful lawyers realized that 
only occasional and 
exceptional men 


accomplished good results by this hap- 
hazard sort of education. 


"But the tendency of all 
collective 
instruction is undoubtedly to discour- 


those qualifications will be the man 
who can successfully cope with the 
great questions which will he peaented 
for solution with the growth and ex- 
pansion of this country. 
"It is only by the labors, the thought 


and the criticism of men 
who 
liavii 


found the living law, as it has 
bean 


actually developed by the real trans- 
actions of men—that our 
government 


may be governed and guided-on sat'o 
and progressive lines and our juris- 
prudence developed 
along 
paths of 


natural, 
sound 
and

by men who are able to deal 
with 


facts and principles as compared with 
information acquired and memory."

Imports-into Japan from the United 
States during the three months under 
review show a fall from -14 1-3 mil- 
lion dollars In 1908 to less than 7 mil- 
lion in 1910; those from Great Britain

the men nre frequently required to try their speed. 


FINDING

LIFE WORK 


Now that a great; many graduates have completed their school educa- 


tion they are face to face with the problem of selecting their life work. 
This in most oases is a difficult matter. For some who fall easily into the 
business pursued by parents or relatives there is very little trouble.

where he will have no hard work, no heavy lifting, where .he can sit down 
and take things easy. There are thousands of tramps on the road today 
throughout the United States simply because they started -out with that 
same feeling. 
The boy who will get along is the one who is not afraid of 


work, who learns to use his hands in conjunction with his brain, who trains 
his perceptive faculties, learns to obey and is ready to tnke n hand at 
anything. 


There is one kind of boy thai is wanted nowhere. He is the boy who is 


never ready to do anything when he is told to do it, who always asks why 
he is told to do such a thing, why it would not do as well at some other 
time, or why somebody else should not do it. In the rush 
of business 


nobody would he bothered with any such boy. 
The young people who go 


out looking for work should, therefore, make up their minds to 
follow 


orders strictly without any hesitation or protest.. 


The one great aim for a graduate after leaving school should be to 


secure an opportunity to learn some good trade. It doesn't take a boy 
very long to learn a trade i£ he attends to his business and makes good use 
of his time. It matters not that a hoy should have an 
ambition 
to go 


higher. 
The acquisition of a trade will help him even in that direction. 


Once he 1ms learned the trade he is self-rclinnt nnd has a guarantee of 
support while striving for something better. 


In seeking success it will be well for boys to remember that those who 


rise to distinction in the vast majority of cases concentrate their powers 
upon one single aim or one line of business. It is useless to attempt to be a 
jack-of-all-trades. 
That means failure. 
The tendency of the age is to 


specialize. The man who makes a specialty of one thing can attain excel- 
lence far above what he could attain if ho endeavored to excel in a great 
many things. Another point is to complete whatever he begins. It is use- 
less to build the foundation of a house unless tho superstructure- follows. 


There are thousands of trades available to young people throughout 


any manufacturing city. Every mill is a great busy hive of mechanical 
trades. The same-mny be said of the machine shop, of a shoe shop and in 
fact of every factory that con bo mentioned. Tho textile school tenches 
nlmost all tho textile trades and it offera splendid opportunities for young 
men who want to engage in tho textile business. Then (hero nro commercial 
trades acquired in tho stores, tho hanking houses and railway stations. 
There are n vast number of trades that, have to do with providing food, 
clothing and shelter. 
TheHo may be considered staple trades in which n 


good man will find employment nlmoHt anywhere ho goes. 
Thnro uro in 


connection with tho printing bunlnoHs a groat number of trades, nil of which 
nr« comparatively oloan and remunerative.

are guarded by unions who limit the number of apprentices in most estnb- 
iishmsntp. In spiln of all obstacles, however, now hmido HVO In demand ns 
tho old ftvo passing out nnd tho school gradunlu who looks around will bo 
nbl* to find nomolhlng adapted to his abilities and hln tnstOH, something 
in which he emi mnko n, rcfipeotnblo living and from which ho onu rlso with 
Industry nnd thrift to A calling Urn! will bring a greater inoomo.

Out of so unpromising a subject .as 


the income tax, Bernard Shaw has 
managed to draw a.column and a half, 
London Times measure, of cheerful 
comment .and contradiction. The spe- 
cial commissioners had called uponJMr. 
Shaw to make a. formal statement of 
his income. He replies, in -part: 


(2) Direction (e), page 2, reads as 


follows: "The income of a marrlad 
woman 'living with her husband is 
deemed by the income tax acts to be 
his Income, ajid full particulars there- 
of must be included in any statement 
of income rendered by him "for. the 
purpose of supertax." 
Now I have 


absolutely no means o£ ascertaining 
my wife's income except b'y asking 
her for the information. Her property 
is a separate property. 
She keeps a 


separate banking account at a sepa- 
rate bank. 
Her solicitor Is not my 
solicitor. I can make a guess at her 
means from her style of living, exact- 
ly as the siirvsyor of Income tax does 
when he makes a shot at an assess- 
ment in the absence of exact Informa- 
tion; but beyond that I have.no more 
knowledge of her income than I have 
of yours. I havo therefore asked her 
to give me a statement. She refuses, 
on .principle. As far as I know, I have 
no legal means of compelling her to 
make any such disclosure; and if I had, 
it does not follow that I am bound to 
incur law costs to obtain information 
which Is required not by myself but 
by the state. 
Clearly, however, it is 


In the power of the commissioners to 
compel my wife to make a full dis- 
closure of her income, for the purposes 
of taxation; but equally clearly they 
must not communicate that disclosure 
to me or to any other person. 
It 


seems to me, under these circum- 
stances, that all I can do for you Is to 
tell you who my wife is and leave it 
to you to ascertain her 
Income and 
make me pay the tax on it. Kven this 
you cannot do without a violation of 
secrecy, as It will be possible for me, 
by a simple calculation, to ascertain rny 
wife's v Income from your demand. 
I 


need not dwell on the further obvious 
objection that, as my wife enjoys a 
fixed income derived from property, 
whereas a large part of my own is a 
fluctuating incomu, derived from the 
precarious profession of playwrit'mg, 
my income may in another year be 
much smaller than my wife's, In which 
case I shall have to pay on a much 
larger Income than I enjoy, without, as 
far as I know, having any legal power 
of recovering from my wife the amount 
I have paid on her Income. 


For this difficult situation Mr. Khaw 


whimsically places the responsibility 
upon suffragism and its ideals of wom- 
an's .

ferers to the miraculous grotto and 
healing, fountain of the shrine.

could picture. 
It would be a miracle 


should you be able to conceive, with 
out having been there, its full signifl 
cance. 
It Is.at once the scene of the 
greatest human misery In the 
world 


the scene of the most magnificent out 
burste of faith, and the scene also o 
the greatest proofs of kindness God is 
willing to show his 
children 
when 


they have faith in him. After Lourdes 
one feels that there can.be .heaven 
only," . 
. 
. 
The pilgrimages and processions, the 
lecturer said, , are the most wonder- 
ful feature of iLourdes, wonderful as is 
Lourdes Itself.' sprung w-ith its 
three 


basilicas and 
other 
lofty 
religious 


monuments from what was . 62 years 
ago a marshy wilderness. 
Every na- 


tion Is represented in! these pilgrim- 
ages, with the simple folk of faraway 
provinces, such as th-e Bretons, giving 
a particularly picturesque note in their 
native costume nnd their baskets on 
their arms. 
The 
lecturer, describee 


the. intense pathos of the "white train" 
as tho pilgrim trains, are called, bear- 
Ing Its burden of sufferers to Lourdes 
their last hope. . An intense spirit of 
faith causes these pilgrims to bear 
the 
added torture of travel with pa- 


tience,' to live, oven through experi- 
ences'which would kill them outright 
did not this faith uphold them. 
; 


So strong is the faith and love of tlie 


people for Lourdes that the French 
government, fearing to run counter to 
popular sentiment, decided four weeks 
igo to leave open and free the shrine 
of the Virgin, and turned it over to the 
Lourdes city authorities, who In turn 
returned It to the archcUoceaan author- 
ties, its rightful keepers. 
Miracles witnessed by the reverend 


.ecturer himself were described, espe- 
cially one extraordinary occasion in 
L897, when 32 cures occurred In a sin- 
gle day which were duly controlled and 
accepted as such by the medical au- 
thorities. Rev. Fr. Watelle was him- 
sulf present on that day ar.d saw those 
vho were healed rise and throw away 
;helr crutches and walk.

An expert on 


Turkish law was called into the case 
and as a result of his testimony Judge 
.Sanderson rules that the first marriage 
of the libcllee was not in force when 
he contracted the second marriage and 
that the petitioner is not entitled to a 
decree. He will report 
the' case 
to 


the supreme court. 


Minassian admitted that 
when' he 


left Turkey his wife married a Ma- 
hometan and cl:n.n£C'.l her faith frnn, 
Christianity to that of her 
husband, 


which freed him from the union. 


Judge Sanderson also handed down

solve the problems of government Is 
the man who has mastered the prin- 
ciples and doctrines of law as a sci- 
ence through the selection, classifica- 
tion and analysis of adjudged cases in- 
volving their application. 


The attorney genera! speaking here 


today before the Harvard Law school 
asnociation on Tho Relation of Legal 
Education to Governmental Problems, 


from tho report of a committee some 
time ago appointed by the faculty of 
arts and sciences of Harvard, which 
expressed the opinion that Sn awarding 
high rank or distinction in college, em- 
phasis should be laid more largely 
than it is upon ability to Qi»al with 
facts and principles as compared with 
information acquired or memory.

WASHINGTON,

28.—Three 


flays' receipts remain to be reported 
for the government's fiscal year, which 
ends, \vith the closs of business on 
June 30. Uncompleted figures and es- 
timates lead Secretary 3IacVeagh • of 
the treasurs- department to express 
himself as well satisfied with the oper- 
ations of his department for his first 
fiscal year, now closing. . 


Mr, Mac'Veagh regards the new tariff 


law as having justified itself as a rev-, 
enue-producer. 
Internal revenue re- 


ceipts have exceeded the' estimates by 
approximately . $10,000, and 
the . year 


promises to end showing possibly a 
surplus in the ordinary receipts., and 
expenditures, or splitting nearly even, 
Instead of showing a deficit of $34,000,- 
000, as was predicted. A larger income 
and reduced government expenditures 
are given by treasury officials as con- 
tributing causes for the good showing. 


In the year the government lias ex- 


pended on the Panama canal $33,910",- 
040.. 'This has been a drain on: the

great'annoyance ts the horse, causing 
Inflammation, colic and staggers. 
Tho 


symptoms are quite similar to colic, 
and when you suspei-t this form of trou- 
ble you should treat for worms and look 
to d'tet and feed for its correction.

WASHINGTON, June 28.—Nearly all 


naval officers are, figuratively spea.k- 
ing, 
shaking Jn their boots as 
next 


Thursday approaches, for on that day 
will become elective, providing the 
president'approves, tho recommenda- 


tions of the "plucking board" looking 
to the enforced retirement 'from active 
service of about 15 officers. The exact 
number cannot be known at this mo- 
ment because, while the law compel? 
about 19 of them to be retired, there 
may be a few applications for volun-. 
tory retirement; or there may be cas- 
ualties which will reduce the .number 
who will be forced from the active list. 


Officers so displaced do not leave un- 


der a stigma. The law Is only for th« 
purpose of providing for a proper flow 
of promotions from the lower to the 
higher grades of tho navy. It is re- 
garded as necessary that at least 19 


vacancies should be created every year 
and it is the unpleasant duty of tha 
"plucking-board" to pick.out tBe men 
who are not non-efficient, but rather 
are regarded as the- least efficient, pro- 
fessionally or physically. 


So yesterday, aside from the officers' 


of flag rank, who are exempt from the 
law, the only average naval officer who 
feels thoroughly secure in his position, 
is a member of the "plucking board" 
itself.

LESSONS OF~THE"~LYNN TRAGEDY

First, it is a foolish custom for anybody on foot to carry a load of 


money from a bank along a public street. An auto could ba used with 
advantage in such a case. 


Second, the time has arrived when every first class police department 


must be equipped with a fast auto for pursuit of criminals. 


Third, some action should be taken as soon as possible in the direction 


of restricting tho sale of dangerous firearms with a view to preventing 
anarchists from securing such weapons. 


Fourth, every efficient police department should ho trained to tho riot 


call, to gun practice and a good sharp sprint as even in their ordinary work 
the men are frequently required to try their speed. 


FINDING THEIR LIFE WORK 


Now that'a great many graduates have completed their school educa- 


tion they are face to face with the problem of selecting their lite work. 
Uhis in most cases is a difficult matter. For some who fall easily into the 
business pursued by parents or relatives there is very little trouble. But 
for the majority it is a case of looking around to find some employment or 
occupation for which they are by nature adapted. 


Many pupils leave the grammar schools and even the bigh school with- 


out kuowing their own aptitudes. The manual training course in the high 
school'is well adapted to assist the pupils in finding their own aptitudes in 
the mechanical line. In this respect alone it is of great advantage to those, 
who take it up. But unfortunately the majority of the grammar school 
firaduoles do not enter the high school. They have to take what they can 


fret in the line of employment, making tho most of their future opportunities 


IP get what they want. 
. . 


It is well in such oases for young people not to be too hard to please. 


They should make up their minds that they cannot get what they want 
just, at tho time they want it. 
They should make the most of what they 


can get and watch for an opportunity for something better. 
Oue of the 


things that ruins the life of many a young man is, 
that he 
has 
an 


abhorence for manual labor; lie wants some kind of a genteel position 
where he will have no hard work, no heavy lifting, whore he can s,it down 
and take things easy. There are thousands of tramps on the road today 
throughout the United States simply because they started out with that 
same feeling. Tlie hoy who will get along is the one who is not afraid of 
work, who learns to use his hands in conjunction with his brain, who trains 
his perceptive faculties, learns to obey and is ready to take a hand at; 
anything. 


There is one kind of boy that is wanted nowhere. He is the boy who is 


never ready to do anything when he is told to do it, who always asks why 
he is told to do such a thing, why it would not do as well at some other 
time, or why somebody else should not do it. In the 
rush 
of business 


nobody would be bothered with any such boy. 
The young people who go 


out looking for work should, therefore, make up their nJnds to 
follow 


orders strictly without any hesitation or protest. 


The one great aim for a graduate after leaving school should be to 


secure an opportunity to learn some good trnde. 
It. doesn't take a boy 


very long to learn a trade if he attends to his business and makes good use 
of his time. It matters not that a buy should have an 
ambition 
to go 


higher. The acquisition of a trade will help him even in that direction. 
Once he has learned the trnde ho is self-reliant and has a guarantee of 
support while striving for something better. 


In seeking success it mil be well for boys to remember that those who 


rise to distinction in the vast, majority of cases concentrate their powers 
upon one single aim or one line of business. It is useless to attempt to be a 
jnck-of-all-trndes. 
That means failure. 
The tendency of the age is to 


specialize. Tho man who makes a specialty of one thing can attain excel- 
lence far above what he could attain if he endeavored to excel in a great 
many things. 
Another point, is to complete whatever he begins. It is use- 


less to build the foundation of a house unless the superstructure follows. 


There are thousands of trades nvn.iln.blo to young people throughout 


any manufacturing city. 
Every mill is a grout busy hive of mechanical 


trades. The snmc may be said of the machine shop, ul a shoo shop and in 
fact of every factory that can bo mentioned. Tho textile school tenches 
nlmost nil tho textile trades nnd it offers splendid opportunities for young 
men who want (o engage in tho textile business. Then there nvo commercial 
trades ncquirod in the stores, the banking houses and railway stations. 
There nro a vnsl number of trades that have to do wHU providing food, 
Nothing nnd shelter. 
Those mny bo considered staple trades in which n 


fiood man will find employment, alumni, nnywhero ho goes.

Out of so unpromising a subject .as 


the income tax, Bernard 
Shaw Has 


managed to draw a column and a half, 
London Timeu measure, of cheerful 
comment and contradiction. The spe- 
cial commissioners had called upon Mr. 
Shaw to make a formal statement of 
his income. He replies, in part: 


(2) Direction (e), page 2, reads as 


follows; "The Income of a married 
woman . living with her husband is 
deemed, by. the. income tax acts to be 
his Income, and full particulars there- 
of must be included in any statement 
of income rendered "by him 'for the 
purpose ' of supertax." 
Now I have 


absolutely no means of ascertaining 
my wife's income except, by asking 
her for the Information. Her property 
is a separate property. She keeps, a 
separate banking account at a sepa- 
rate bank. 
Her solicitor is not my 


solicitor. I can make a guess at her 
means from her style of living, exact- 
ly as the surveyor of income tax does 
when he makes a shot at an assess- 
ment in tho absence of exact informa- 
tion; but beyond that I- have no more 
knowledge of her income than I have 
of yours. I have therefore asked her 
to give me a statement. 
She refuses 


on principle. As far as T know, I have 
no legal means of compelling her to 
make any such disclosure; and if I had 
it does hot follow that 1 am bound to 
incur law costs to obtain Information 
which is required not by myself, bul 
by the state. Clearly, however, it is 
in the power ol the commissioners to 
compel my wife to make a full dis- 
closure of her income, for the purposes 
of taxation; but equally clearly they 
must not communicate that disclosure 
to r.ie or to any other person. 
I 
seems to me, under these circum- 
stances, that all I can do for you is to 
tnll you who my wife is and leave il 
to you to ascertain her income am 
make me pay the tax on it. Even this 
you cannot do without a violation 
secrecy, as it will be possible for me 
jy a simple calculation, to ascertain my 
wife's income from your demand, 
need not dwell on tho further obvious 
objection that, as my wife enjoys (- 
ixed income derived from property 
whereas a large part of my own is B 
fluctuating income, derived from the 
precarious profession of playwriting 
my income may in another year bo 
much smaller than my wife's, in whicl 
case I shall have to pay on a much 
arger income than I enjoy, without, as 
'ar as T know, having: any legal powei 
of recovering from my wife the amouni 
. have paid on her income. 


For this difficult situation Mr. Shaw 


whimsically places the responsibility 
upon suffraglsm and its ideals of wom- 
an's independence, even a married 
woman's.

JAPflN'SjMPORTS 


Have Shown a Marked 


Decline 


Japan's imports from America and 


Europe show a marked 
decline, and 


those from Asia and Oceania a marked 
increase. The official monthly return 
of the' foreign trade of the empire of 
Japan covering the month o"£ March and 
the- three months ending with March, 
1910, compared with corresponding per- 
iods of 1909 and 1908 (a copy of which 
has Just reached the bureau of statis- 
tics of the department of commerce and 
labor) 
shows 
that 
imports' 
from 


America have-fallen from 14 2-3 million 
dollars in the three- months,- January, 
February and March, 1908, to a little 
over 7 million in the corresponding 
months of 1910; those from Europe, 
trom '26% million. In the" 3-months of 
1908 
to 16% million In the correspond- 


ing period of 1910; while those from 
Asia and Oceania Increased from 28 
million ih the 1908 period to 33 million 
in tho 1910 period. 


Imports Into Japan from the United 
States during the three1 months under 
review show a fair from 14 1-3 mil- 
lion'dollars in 1908 to less than 7 mil- 
lion-in 1910; those from Great Britain 
In the. same period fell 
from 
15 1-2 


million to 9 1-4 million dollars; those 
from 'Germany fell from 7 million to 
4 1-3'. million 
dollars, 
while from 
France 
tho 
quarter's imports are 
slightly greater in 1810 than In 1908, 
amounting in the present year to a lit- 
tle more than a half million dollars. 
From Australia the imports In the first 
three months of 1910, 1 1-2 million dol- 
lars-'In value,-are more than double 
those of the 1908 period. From Egypt 
the Imports of the first quarter of 1910 
were valued at over 1 million dollars, 
and are about 60 per cent In excess of 
those for tlie corresponding period of 
1908. 
Fronr China, exclusive ofKwan- 
tung province, the imports have fallon 
from 6'2-3 million dollars In tho first 
three months of 1908 to about: 6 1-2 
million in the corresponding months of 
1910; 'while from British India the im- 
ports during the 1910 period, valued, at 
19 
million dollars, are 
more than 


double those of the 1908 period, which 
were valued at 9 million dollars. Tak- 
ing Asia as a whole, the Imports sho-.v 
a tota! of 31 million" dollars in the 
three months of 1910, against 27 1-3 
million in the corresponding months uf 
1908. 
The falling off In imports from the 
United States, which is, proportionate- 
ly, somewhat greater than the reduc- 
tion in imports from 
Great Britain, 
Germany and other leading countries 
of Europe, is due largely to the "cot- 
ton situation." 
Japan buys freely of 
American cotton when it 
sells at a 
low price," but when prices are high, as 
has been -the case In tho last year or 
two, 
Japan turns to other parts of the 
world, especially India and China, for 
raw cotton, the price of tho product of 
these countries being less than that of 
the United States. 
The value of cot-

United States in the 3 months ending 
with March, 1910, Is less than 3 mil- 


lion dollars, against 614 million In tlio 
corresponding months of 19.08;

From Burning Building 


in Worcester

follows: "The income of a married 
woman living- with her husband is 
deemed by the income tax acts to bi 
his income, and full particulars there- 
of must be included in any statemen 
of income rendered by him "for the 
purpose of supertax." 
Now I havi 
absolutely no means of ascertaining 
my .wife's Income except by asking 
her for the information. Her properts 
is a separate property. 
She keeps a 


separate banking account at a sepa 
rate bank. 
Her solicitor1 is not m: 
solicitor. I' can make a guess at he: 
means from her style of living, exact 
ly as the surveyor of income tax doei 
when he makes a shot at an assess- 
ment in the absence of exact informa 
tion; but beyond that I have no mon 
knowledge of her income than I hav 
of yours. I have therefore asked he 
to give me a statement. She refuses 
on principle. As far as I know, I hav 
no legal means of compelling her t 
make any such disclosure; and if T had 
it fdoes not follow .that I am bound t 
Incur law costs to obtain informatior 
which is required not by myself bu 
by the state. 
Clearly,, however, it 


in the power of the commissioners t 
compel my wife to make a full dls 
closure of her income, for the purpose 
of taxation; but equally clearly the 
must not communicate that disclosur 
to me or to any other person, 
seems to me, under- these circum 
stances, that all I can do for you is t 
tell you who my wife is and leave i 
to you to ascertain her income an 
make me pay the tax on it. Even thi 
you cannot do without a violation ( 
secrecy, as it will be possible for m 
by a simple calculation,,to ascertain m 
wife's income from your demand, 
need not dwell on the further obvlou 
objection that, as my wife ehjoys 
llxed income derived from property 
whereas a large part of my own is 
fluctuating income, derived from th 
precarious profession of playwriting 
my income may in another year b 
much smaller than my wife's, in whic 
case 1 shall have to pay on n. muc 
larger income than I enjoy, without, a 
far as I know, having any legal powe 
of recovering from my wife the amoun 
1 have paid on her income. 


For this difficult situation Mr. Sha 


whimsically places the rcsponslbillt 
upon suffragism and its ideals of worn 
an'e independence, even a marrie 
woman's.

According to an opinion rendered by 


the city solicitor, canes in which pap£r 
caps are used, the paper caps them- 
selves, toy pistols and small torpedoes 
do not come under the heading of fire- 
works, and can be sold In stores lo- 
cated in tenement buildings upon re- 
ceiving a permit from the chief of thj 
f i r e department. 
. . - ' • • 
In connection with chapter 565 of 


the Acts of 1910, "An act to prohibit 
the sale of certain pistols and explo- 
sives and to authorize the making nf 
regulations relative to fireworks an-1 
firecrackers," Jophanus K. Whitnoy, 
chief of the district police of this state, 
has had caused printed a. pamphlet 
which explains in detail ihe meanins 
of different clauses In the act. 


Section 43 of chapter 7 of the rules 


and regulations adopted by- the state 
police'in connection with the legisla- 
tive act' reads as follows: "No permit 
shall be granted to keep for sale at re- 
tail any fireworks or firecrackers in 
any building used in part as a tene- 
ment, lodging or apartment house, or 
used in part for school or factory pur- 
poses, or where people are accustomed 
to assemble." 
The chief of the fire department in 


order to keep strictly within the. law- 
appealed to the city solicitor to give 
his opinion relative to the sale of 
canes, caps, toy pistols and small tor- 
pedoes in stores which are located in 
tenement buildings and the city solici- 
tor hns decided that 'they do. not come, 
under the head of fireworks.
